Claims 1-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Nishijima et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,520,901); Reh et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,1 15,998); and Dietsch et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,250,675). 

The applied art disclose method and apparatus of folding an air bag for stowing in an air bag module comprising spreading out 
an empty air bag on a surface between first and second gathering elements, moving the first and second gathering elements towards a 
center and towards one another, adapting the first gathering element so as to limit a first height of a first edge portion of the air bag 
proximate to the first gathering element relative to the surface, adapting the second gathering element so as to limit a second height of a 
second edge portion of the air gag proximate to the second gathering element relative to the surface to less than a second threshold 
during at least a portion of the operation of moving the first and second gathering elements, see for examples the Figs. Of the applied 
references. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the method and apparatus of folding an air bag industrial 
applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
